NEW DELHI (AP) - The 
long walk home to an in¬ 
dependent Bangla Desh will 
begin next week for 10 million 
East Pakistani refugees and it 
is hoped that within two 
months there will be none left 
in India, a senior Indian gov¬ 
ernment official aaid Thurs¬ 
day. 

"We want to empty all the 
camps In India within a 
month or two," said the of¬ 
ficial, wlio asked to remain 
anonymous. 

United Nation! officials, 
who have helped eo-ordlnate 
the relief propam tor tlie ref¬ 
ugees alnoe laat March, con¬ 
firmed that dlacuaslons had 
already begun %vito the Indian 
government on repatriation of 
the refugees following the de¬ 
feat of the Pakistani army in 
East Pakistan. 

A epokeaman tor the West 
Bengal government in Calcut¬ 
ta said the target date for 
beginning the repatriation was 
Jan. 1, but officials In New 
Delhi expressed hope die date 
might be advanced by a few 
days. 

An average of 100,000 rtfu- 
goes would have to go back 
scrota the border daily, to 
meet the two-month goal.

Technically, Nixon ahort- 
ened Hoffa's IS-ytar sentence 
to six and one-half years. 
Counting time off for go^ be¬ 
havior, Hoffa was eligible for 
the Immediate relaase he re¬ 
ceived. 

Years in Union 

Hoffa wai met at the prison 
by aon-ln-law, Robert 
Cranoer, and they left for a 
motel where Hoffa said he 
would call hia wife. They then 
left for the airport and a flight 
to St. Louis. 

The Hoffa years as head of 
the Teamsters wera marked 
by clashes with Congress, fed¬ 
eral courts and the late presl- 
dent John Kennedy. The late 
attorney-general Robert Ken¬ 
nedy proeeeutod Hoffa vlgoi^ 
ouely. Hoffa defenders termed 
It persecution. 

In Detroit labor leaders cele¬ 
brated Hoffa's raleaae with 
champagne, and the faativl*> 
tiaa laated into the night 

Leonard Woodcock, president 
of the United Auto Workers 
union, said juatioe had been 
served by the parole. 

Parole Denied 

"Jimmy Hoffa has served 
many years In prison. If It 
were not for hie name and 
background, I believe he 
would have been paroled 
some time ago." 

Hoffa’s appeals tor parole 
had been denied three times 
by the U.S. Parole Board. 

Hoffa's moat publicized con¬ 
viction came In Chattanooga, 
Tenn., In 1964, tor Jury tam¬ 
pering. He had been on trial 
for vioiating the Taft-Hartiey 
Labor Act when tha aocusa- 
tiona that jurors were being 
approached arose. The Talt- 
Hartley prosecution ended In 
a mistrial but It led to the jixy 
tampering action.

Dear Dr. Tbosteson: I have 
been to three doctors for sinus 
trouble because my nose 
closes up unless I use nose 
drops two or three times a 
day — which I know isn’t 

fO^. 

I have tried various pre- 
scriptims and home reme¬ 
dies, yet nothing seems to 
solve my problem. It is espe¬ 
cially bad at night when my 
nasal passages seem to close 
up. —' Mrs. R. L. 

Having the trouble more at 
night may be a clue, or part 
of a clue, to your trouble. Do 
you use a feather pillow? 
Some folks can be alergic to 
feathers, and from your letter 
I get the idea that your trou¬ 
ble sounds like an allergy 
problem. 

You can get allergen-proof 
pillow covers. You can also 
twitch to a pillow stuffed with 
some other material. Since 


your dlacojjnfort is worse at 
night. I would think that was 
definitely worth a trial. 

But since some of the trou¬ 
ble persists by day, you 
should give heed to other al¬ 
lergy possibilities. Animals? 
I>ist? Fungus from a damp 
basement? Cosmetics? Have 
you changed them since the 
time when your distress was 
less severe? Assuming that 
your trouble is relatively re¬ 
cent, what things are you 
using, or coming in contact 
with, that you did not use be¬ 
fore? I would certainly ex¬ 
plore the posalblity of allergy 
very thoroughly, and you may 
need the services of an aller¬ 
gist. 

As to the nose drops, you 
are right. They can cause 
trouble when us^ other than 
occasionally and moderately. 
These drops shrink the swol¬ 
len, inflamed surfaces of the 
nose, which "opens” the pas-

Although it is understood 
that the Bangla Desh govern¬ 
ment consented to the team’s 
entry, the Indian government 
has objected, ostensibly on 
the grounds that the Dacca 
airport cannot accommodate 
the Red Cross Aircraft. 

However, reliable sources 
here say that the real Indian 
objection lies in the partici¬ 
pation of the Scandinavians in 
the medical project. 

In the Scandinavian coun¬ 
tries, these sources say, the 
Red Ooss societies are often 
adjuncts of their govern¬ 
ments’ foreign policy and 
these societies are viewed as 
undertaking relief work with 
the end in mind of gaining 
foreign policy points for their 
particular governments. 

The Red Ooss head¬ 
quarters in Geneva has been 
aware of these circumstances. 


sources say, but Geneva has 
been under pressure to accept 
the ScandinavianB, who sup¬ 
plied much of the medical tal¬ 
ent. 

Had Geneva alone been un¬ 
dertaking the project, these 
sources say, the Indian gov¬ 
ernment would probably not 
have objected. 

The status of international 
relief work throughout the 
East Bengal crisis has been 
very tenuous.

Medical facilities in East 
Bengal are scarce now. Both 
Indian and Pakistani army 
wounded have been evacuated 
to the Calcutta area because 
of the shortage of field hospi¬ 
tal facilities in East Bengal. 

The Red Cross intention 
was not to set up field hospi¬ 
tals, but to supplement local 
personnel and facilities as 
needed. 

The first priority reportedly 
would be to treat those per¬ 
sons wounded during the war.

Alberta government has 
amended regulations under 
the Nursing Home Act to 
allow residents more freedom 
of travel without fear of los¬ 
ing their beds. 

Neil Crawford, minister of 
health and social develop¬ 
ment, said Thursday the gov¬ 
ernment moved in this direc¬ 
tion in recognition of the 
needs of the residents of con¬ 
tract nursing homes in Alber¬ 
ta. 

In contrast to Alberta, 
where all nursing home pa¬ 
tients have their care paid for 
by the provincial government, 
there are two categories of 
patients in B.C. private hospi¬ 
tals. 

Those who pay their own 
bills can come and go as they 
wish, depending upon their 
disability, and must pay for 
their accommodation while 
away from it. Officials said 
that there is no reason that a 
private-payer who is com¬ 
pletely ambulatory cannot be 
excused from the hospital as 
long as he nuy wish. 

Patients in B.C. private hos¬ 
pitals who qualify for extend- 
ed-oare benefits must meet 
medical criteria set by the 
provincial government. 

A person who is extremely 
ambulatory, who is capable of 
absenting himself from hospi¬ 


tal for two or three days, 
would not be considered ill 
enough for extended care and 
instead would be a candidate 
for an institution such as a 
boarding home.

A HUGE BUNDLE of statistics was dropped off 
at the door of the House of Commons at the 
beginning of the Christmas week which may con¬ 
tain a valuable gift for the country. Tt hasn’t been 
unwrapped yet, but it would seem to suggest that 
employment prospects would be much healthier if 
the government did something to bring about 
greater diversification of Industry. 

What was revealed was confirmation in no un¬ 
certain terms that Canadian manufacturing is 
highly concentrated in a r^atively small number of 
compimles — much more so than in the United 
States. 

The minister, Ronald Bfsford, who delivered 
the sack filled by the combines investigation sec¬ 
tion of his department of coi sumer and corporate 
affairs with ^4 pages crammed with figures, said 
the concentration, in itself, was not necessarily 
; bad. But “h does suggest strongly to me a particu¬ 
lar need for a modem, effective competition law in 
this country.” 

Foremost in his mind, of course, is the govern¬ 
ment’s competition bill which has brought some 
howls of protest and which has been stood over for 
the next session of Parliament when it will be re-in¬ 
troduced in modified form. 


ly, which were for the year 1965, that manufac¬ 
turing accounted for one-quarter of employment in 
Canada. There are many other interesting statis¬ 
tics. But this one when related to those showing 
the high concentration in industry, suggests a pos¬ 
sibility of big trouble — more serious even than 
what now exists. 

Just look at the sorry situation that is Seattle 
where there is concentration in Industry. To think 
about the neighboring northwest city was to think 
about Boeing aircraft and aerospace component 
manufacturing. 

Now it is to think of gloom and despair. 

Seattle was thriving once. Then came the 
dropping of the SST program along with cutbacks 
and cand&Uatlon of orders in other areas of the in¬ 
dustry. Massive unemployment resulted not oidy 
for Boeing workers but for many more in related 
industries and services which have collapsed In 
deep deprmion. Because of industrial ccmcentra- 
tion, Seattle now has more than 13 per cent unem¬ 
ployment where, only two years ago, it was only 4 
per cent. It has the highest rate for a metropolitan 
area anywhere in the United States. 

Seattle’s desperate situation is a prime exam¬ 
ple of what can happen when there are too few 
manufacturing industries. And too few is what is 
packed in Mr. Basford’s bag.

Back in the Headlines 


T^TEW CRISES in other areas, as well as the grad- 
, ual diaengagement of United States forces, 
have relegated the everlasting tragedy of Vietnam 
from the front page headlines In recent months. 
Only now and then does |t get a play. But even the 
Christmas truce hasn’t created much of a stir. 
While it may be considered good news, it is not new. 
The same thing has been happening every year. 
And the cynics see it only as a pause to prepare for 
greater tailing. They may be right, too. 

The point is, it is very much a war still in In¬ 
dochina even though not as much noise is being 
made now of what is happening in the field. Violent 
clashes are occurring in Laos and Cambodia. The 
fighting is furious. The deaths and maimings are 
many. 

There was one recent report from Tay Ninh 
which told of heavily outnumbered South Vietnam¬ 
ese paratroops falling into a “classic” North Viet¬ 
namese ambush in Cambodia which was laid, in the 
words of the airborne division’s chief of staff, 
with all the cunning of a “venomous snake.” In 
three days of close-quarter combat the paratroop¬ 
ers extricated themselves from the trap with the 
aid of massive bombing. Casualties were not as 
severe as had been expected but there were some¬ 
thing like 500 between the two forces. 

More recent is a report from Vientiane of 
15,000 North Vietnamese troops, backed by tanks 
and heavy artillery, overrunning the strategic 
Plain of Jars in noi^em Laos. Losses by Laotian 
government defenders were described as “extreme¬ 


ly heavy” and a claim of 1,500 dead communists 
was made. 

In both engagements United States air support 
was extensive and at the Plain of Jars a north Viet¬ 
namese MiG fighter scored a kill on a U.S. Phan¬ 
tom jet ^hter-bomber. 

The Russian-made MiGs are challenging the 
American air support of South Vietnam In Increas¬ 
ing numbers, according to a New York Time des¬ 
patch from Sal^n, which oould very well return 
Vietnam to the front pages/' 

It is a new phase of the conflict, the direct 
confrontations between U.S. and North Vietnam¬ 
ese aircraft, and the greater use of surface-tp-air 
missiles by the communists which Is also men¬ 
tioned in the Saigon report. 

It hasn’t been what the flyers migh call “a 
piece of cake” in the past. They have come up 
against ack-ack and a certain amount of resistance 
in the air on their sorties against the North Viet¬ 
namese supply trails and in missions of support to 
their own ground forces. But it wasn’t to the extent 
that it is now, apparently. 

It could mean stepped-up activity by American 
airmen in attacks on MiG bases and missile nests, 
because the United States has another year yet 
before It can finish equipping and training Saigon’s 
air force to carry the load alone. 

This likely would rule out, or at last slow 
down to a marked degw, the planned continuing 
diminishment of air activities by the United States. 
And that would revive what appears to be a wan¬ 
ing interest in Vietnam.

“AimI the more we 
learn chromosome behav¬ 
ior in any |[rouD, the bettor 
we can apply this knowledge 
to benefit crop plants.” 

Karyology, or the study of 
the number, shape, and li/e 
of ohromosomes, is Dr. 
Wiens' specialty. Early stu¬ 
dies of mistletoe classified the 
plants oMsfly hy external ap¬ 


pearance. This can be mis¬ 
leading, but intsrrelstionships 
show up clearly in plant ohro¬ 
mosomes. 

In travelling through 18 Af¬ 
rican countries as well as 
Australia and New Zeland, 
the biologist will study, more 
than 300 species of mistletoe 
in an effort to discover how 
the plant originally spread 
across most of the Earth.

Britain and the EEC 


The Stumble Into Europe 


S DC-THIRTy in the mom- 
of Deownber 12. 1971, in 
the oddly-named Rue du Taci¬ 
turn in Brussels, hardly 
seemed like a great moment 
in history. Hour after hour 
after hour the negotiators had 
wrangled about fish, and at 
the end they were too tired 
and testy even for self- 
congratulation. Thus Britain 
stumbled rather than strode 
smartly into Europe and an 
unknos^ future. 

★ ★ ★ 

Experts representing all the 
government departments at¬ 
tached to the British delega¬ 
tion to the Ehiropean Commu¬ 
nity then began working up to 
12 hours a day translating the 
mfnutely-detaiied texts of the 
EEC regulations, to see how 
British legislation can be 
adapted to match them. 

These are vital matters of 
practical application which 
will eventually touch every 
aspect of life In Britain: from 
food prices to the height and 
weight at trucks, from setting 
up businesses to harmonizing 
qualifications allowing profes¬ 
sional people to operate in 
other member states. 

Britain is due to sign a 
treaty of accession to Europe 
next month. It will be an act 
recognizing that the Ehiglish 
Channel, once the impregna¬ 
ble moat that gave Britain 
centuries of military security, 
had been irrevocably bridged 
by economic necessity. 

Already the world’s largest 
trading entity, the Ekiropean 
Economic Community will see 
its present 28 per cent of total 
world exports rise to about 40 
per cent as a result of Britain 
and the other three applicant 
countries — Denmark, Nor¬ 
way and Ireland — Joining the 
Six: Germany, France, Bel¬ 
gium, Holland, Italy and Lux¬ 
embourg. 

Since the EEC was founded 
14 years ago. It has increased 
its internal trade by five 
times and more than doubled 
its trade with non-member 
countries. The entry of Bri¬ 
tain, almost exactly one year 
from now, should give the 
community a substantial 
boost by broadening Its Indus¬ 
trial base. 

Britain's growth rate over 
the past 10 years has been the 
lowest In Western Europe (2.7 
per cent compered with Ger¬ 
many’s 4.4 per cent), but 
there is, more to it than this. 
Britain’s foreign investments 
outstrip those of sny other 
European country. Out of the 
100 biggest firms in Europe 34 
are British. 

These companies will help 
to speed the reorganization of 
European Industry. They will 
promote international agree¬

ments and mergers. Britain is 
entering Europe at a time 
when businessmen in the Six 
are keenly aware of the need 
for co-operation across fron¬ 
tiers, and should give a great 
impetus to this trend. 

In commerce the most de¬ 
fined change will be the dis¬ 
mantling of tariffs. These will 
be dealt with by the form of 
community legislation called 
"directives” — that is. they 
give the governments of 
member states some latitude 
in their introduction. 

But these yuiM quickly make 
themselves felt in Britain. To 
give only two examples: there 
will probably have to be com¬ 
mon safety devices on all pri¬ 
vate cars, and trucko will 
have to install tachographs 
(the so-called “spy in the 
cab” which records a driver’s 
journey and the length of time 
he stops). 

These matters sound mun¬ 
dane enough, but some of the 
community’s most forceful 
critics are those who work

within It. M. Jean-Francois 
D e 0 1 a u, the commissioner 
responsible for handling 
the oommuntty’s negotiations 
with Britain, pointed out re¬ 
cently that free trade and the 
common agricultural policy 
are the only fields In which 
the integration of Europe has 
taken full shape. 

“The risks of this .situa¬ 
tion," he said, “are the 
greater In that It Is exactly in 
these two areas that the com¬ 
munity’s enlargement will 
bring It under strong attack 
from the rest of the world.”

The solution, he went on, is 
clear: the community should 
move ahead towards an indus¬ 
trial union as well. 

But if progress in this field 
is to be as rapid as most peo¬ 
ple in the (Common Market 
headquarters feel it ought 
to be, some improvement In 
the cumbersome bureaucratic 
machine will be needed. 

The negotiations in the Rue 
du Taciturn were a case in 


point. There was the slightly 
absurd spectacle of the 
foreign ministers of the StX 
arguing the point about ani¬ 
mal health regulations In the 
small hours of the morning as 
soon as they had disposed of 
the fishing policy question. 

While no one here doubts 
the importance of these 
issues, pedestrian though they 
seem, many question whether 
suoh occasions are a useful 
deployment of ministers' 
time. 

When Britain joins the Six 
and seeks to develop a coher¬ 
ent industrial and commercial 
policy, is the Council of Min¬ 
isters’ time going to be used 
up chewing over similar de¬ 
tail? After all, a Community 
of Ten is going to be much 
more unwieldy than the exist¬ 
ing EEC has been. 

Some experts in Brussels 
suggest that technical issues 
could be handled by special 
committees retponsible to the 
commiseion, but working un¬ 
der the supervision of member 
states’ representatives.

Rabies May Spread 


An outbreak q( rabies 
amcxig domesticated and wild 
animals in Alberta ouuld 
spread to British (jolumbla at 
any time, an (^cial of B.C. 
Public Health Service said 
Thuraday. 

Dr. A. A. Larsen, director 
of epidemiology, said rabies 
already has been found 
among a large number of 
bats. Including some on Van- 
eouver Island, but the disease 
apparently is not epidemic 
among any other species. 

The Rocky Mountains ap¬ 
pear to be holding the disease 
beyond B.C.’s boundaries but 
Larsen said he e5opeets it’s 
only a matter of time before a 
dog. for example, will catch 
rabies on the Prairies and 
will be brought into B.C. 

The infected bats found in 
B.C. do not appear to hava 
transmitted the disease to 
other animals. However, 
there Is every possibility that 
a bita by a rabid bat is alll 
that is necessary to set off an 
epideiiili:. 


About three or four B.C. 
persons each year are sus¬ 
pected of having rabies but 
Larsen said no one has actu¬ 
ally coroe down with the dis¬ 
ease lately. This contrasts 
with the experience On¬ 
tario. which treats about 1,000 
rabiea suspects each year. 

The prime target of rabiea 


is the nervous system and if 
the disease goes untreated it 
ia fatal.

• A manrled Albertan with 
two sehoel-age children, stan- 
dMd reduction end e salary 
of $10,000 a year wiU take 
home about $156.50 a week 
under toe new regime oom- 
pared wito an average $153.50 
this year. 

Even government estimates 
of ben^its when the tax bHl 
was published last June were 
relatively small. 

They ranged between sav¬ 
ings of $3 a year for a single 
person at $8,000 to a tax cut of 
$1,116 for a married man at 
$100,000. Some would pay 
more •— up to $78 extra a >iiar 
for a single person with 
$11,000 in annual income. 

Other iactors have entered 


the picture since June, nota¬ 
bly the Oct. 14 announcement 
of a 3i;)er-oent reducticm in 
basic federal tax — not off the 
full federal and provincial — 
whji^h is to be ca^ed Into the 
new system. 

On the basis of the 1970 law, 
that would reaiiH in a saving 
of less than 50 centB a week 
for the $6,000-a-year bachelor, 
under a didlar a week for the 
$10.000-annually family man.

The practical impact will 
vary widely. 

But for many in Ontario, Al¬ 
berta and B.C., a Invak on 
deducting unemployment in¬ 
surance peyments tor tax pur¬ 
poses would be wiped out by 
the medical-care rule. 

Thus, an employee paying 
the top rate of un^mpk^ment 


insurance will be able'to de¬ 
duct $70.20 fnnn annual in¬ 
come before calculating tax.

Sale of an antique, a woi4c 
of art, a piece of J ew l r y worth 
more than $1,000 similarly 
would he liable to tax. but 
only on half toe gain in exceta 
of $1,000. A^ vahiaMe item 
therefore might warrant ap¬ 
praisal and formal valuatim 
now to avoid trouble with the 
tax man later. 

(^alns will be calculated 
from the'tTwner’s selling price 
after subtracting the original 
price he paid or the worth of 
the asset on V-day, whichever 
serves the taxpayer best.

On V-day, It turns out, ’Tick-

Assistant Fish and Wildlife Director Don Robinson said the 
existing conservation course examinations will be revised and 
the weight of new examinations will be on gun safety, game 
identifieation wrhere that has shown to be a safety pi^lem, 
and basics of survival in the woods. 

He said that with the institution of compulsory examina¬ 
tions the Crown has new responsibilities from those that e.xist 
under a v<duntary program. 

But, the voluntary program 10 two-hour classes will still 
be available for those who wish to take it. 

It, is a good all-embracing course and as a voluntary proj¬ 
ect can be recommended to any enthusiastic outdoorsman. 
But, no way could that course be made mandatory. * 

Text books for the full course are now in a new printing 
and when available will cbat around $1. Get one. It contains a 
lot of infoHnation. 

Work has now started on {neparation of the modified “ex¬ 
amination” course, but it will likely be some time before it is 
available. 

Plan for next season is to have a hunting licmce, and 
another firearms Ueence to bring about some means of con¬ 
trol for those who use firearms, but don’t hunt, like some 
trap shooters and target shooters. But both groups will be 
required to pass an examioatimi unless they have held a 
previpua Ikencs. 

That means that those who shoot trap, but dcm’t hunt, like 
the wives of many of the trapshooters, will have to take an 
examinetiqn before they can compete, after April 1, 1972.

Inlet for the big Chinooks. Some have shown along the Tod 
Inlet to Willis Point wall, but there hasn’t been a big concen¬ 
tration yet. 

Saanich Inlet fiahing has been mostly for spring grilse and 
coho grilse to two pounds and a number of limits have been 


A white hootchie with red or black eye, fished very deep, 
has been taking Chinooks up to 17 pounds off Cowichan Bay’s 
Separation Point, around Eiurial Island in Sansum Narrows 
and under the power line at the top of the Narrows. 

Oiemaimis Harbor has been good for Chinooks by both 
mooching and trollers using Strip Teasen. Tent. Thetis and 
Kuper Island waters have been giving up both grilse and 
chrinooks.

Wishbone May Be Answer 
To Tough Zone Defence

Why don’t NFL quarter¬ 
backs carry the ball more 
often? Should th&yl Would the 
wishbone formation — based 
on quarteiback runs — work 
in the pro league? These 
questiems are uppermost in a 
new pro football controversy. 

In the last month of tiie 1971 
season, there are at least two 
reasons to think the wishbone 
formation might wirark. 

First, the pros are finding it 
harder to pass against zone 
defences. Second, pass>orient- 
ed defences are wide open to 
wishbone runs by tiw quarter¬ 
backs. 

Then why don’t they run? 
TWO FEARS 

It’s probably fear of change 
and fear of Injury. 

Most pro ooaohes have 
spent a lifetime in the conven¬ 
tional T. They don’t know 
what the Wishbone T might 
bring. 

But they suspect it would 
bring the demise of their 
quarterback, if he's out there 
ninning the ball 

These objections are deep 
rooted. 

ENLIVENED FOOTBALL 

And yet there is reason to 
believe tiie future may be dif¬ 
ferent College Wishbone 
teams have enlivened football 
this fall with sprinting quar¬ 
terbacks and tiieir triple-op¬ 
tion machinery, which ex¬ 
pands easily to a fourtii op¬ 
tion. the pass. 

Alabama coach. Bear 
Bryant saya a Wiahbone revo- 
Kjtkm is inevitable in pro foot- 
baU. 

“In five or six years," he 
said, “the pros are going to 
be doing what we’re doing 
now." 

MAT BE SOONER 

Othera doubt it will take 
tiiat long. 

Says Los Angelea Ram 
scout Jack Faulkner, a 
former NFL head ooaoh: “I 
won’t be surprised if Tommy 
Prothro puts in the Wishbone 
next year. He might not use it 
much, and he won’t use it all 
over the field, but I won’t be 
shocked to see it" 

Faulkner believes the Wish¬ 
bone is the best formation for 
the last 10 or . 15 yards to the 
goal line — for either pro or 
college teams. 

AT CROSSROADS 

Some professional teams 
still get by on the pass, some 
of the time. But, many clubs 
may be at crossroads. In par¬ 
ticular, clubs with younger 
quarterbacks — eapecially the 
losing franchises -> may be 
down to tivo choices. 

They can coach them to nm 
the ball or they can settle tor 
also-ran status In bouts with 
the NFL’s ever-improving 
zone defences. JUthou|h the 
league probably should outlaw 


these defences, It probably 
won't. 

NFL coaches' main ar¬ 
gument against ninning quar¬ 
terbacks la the possibility of 
injury. 

They can't, however, con¬ 
vince John McKay the Uni¬ 
versity of Soutiiem California, 
a man with 10 consecutive 
winning seasons, vho believes 
the proB are too sensitive and 
probably wrong. 

“I can't see that It’s any 
harder on a quarterback to be 
tackled in the open field,’’ 
saya McKay, “than to stand 
back and get his brains beat 
out by three or four big line¬ 
men. If you're talking about 
risk, it has to be about the 
same.’’ 

HURTS TO GET SACKED 

Johnny UiUtaa agrees that it 
hurts to get saoked.„Neverthe- 
less, the BaltimoK quarter- 
teck considera his life safer 
in a passing pocket. 

“The referee protects you 
when you’re ba^ to pass," 
Unitas says. “He keeps warn¬ 
ing defensive linemen to play 
it clean. But onoe the passer 
starts to run, he's a runner, 
not a quartezhack. The ref¬ 
eree no longer gives him any 
special protection. The de¬ 
fence can go after bim, #nd 
does. It’s a big difference." 
SOME EXPERIMENTING 

McKay stresses that it’s 
legal to smash a quarterback 
as paaaer or runner, and that 
a 260-pound lineman hits 
harder than a 20apound cor- 
nerback.

Christmas Is Now 
‘Grossly Perverted’ 


Passion Player oTei Today

NEW YORK (AP) — Give 
Christmas back to die pagans. 
That’s the suggestion of a 
Roman Catholic clergyman, 
who says the Ixdiday has be¬ 
come a ‘‘grotesque counter¬ 
feit” of its intended meaning. 

A lot of people partly agree 
with him, but most of them 
don’t go along with his idea of 
switching the date. 

’The suggesd^^ Put 

forth in an article in the U.S. 
CadKdic, a Chicago monthly. 
Rev. Peter Riga says the 
Christmas season has been 
“perverted so grossly” that it 
has become a ‘threat to men¬ 
tal and emotional well-being.” 

“The modem commercial 
pagans have destroyed not 
only the religious basis of this 
feast, but also the human 
warmth and merriness that 
grew up around it,” he writes. 

‘‘As Christians we should 
have the courage to leave this 
lifeless carcass to the vultures 
of commercialism and to 
choose another date on which 
to celebrate the true meaning 
of piristmas.” 

A sampling of readers 
showed that most of them 
agree the Ixdiday has been 
seriously blighted by materi¬ 
alism, but 75 per cent of them 
definitely don’t want it shifted 
to anodier date. 

There are too many good 
things that happen,” said Ed 
Schefers, Waite Park. Minn. 

Rev. Francis Zielinski. Ply¬ 
mouth. Mich., said he agreed 
that “Christmas is phoney, 
commercialized and un¬ 


healthy” but the Idea of an¬ 
other date for it “will have 
about the same affect as a 
direct assault on motherhood 
or banning hot dogs....” 

“Scrooge, though probably 
for different reasons, said 
much the same thing,” com¬ 
mented James Dunn, Sharoix, 
Mass. “We can strive to 
change what is wrong ... but 
if we don’t succeed we can 
still enjoy what is enduring 
and good in it.” 

Riga noted that the Dec. 25 
date for (Christmas was not 
set by early Christians, but 
was adopted in the fourth cen¬ 
tury, by joining the obser¬ 
vance to die pagan Roman 
celebration of Sol Imictus, 
the sun god. 

Since the exact date of 
Jesus’ birth isn’t known, Riga 
suggested that Christmas be 
transferred to the date ob¬ 
served by Eastern Orthodoxy, 
Jan. .6. Epiphany, maiking 
the manifestation ol the Christ 
child to the Magi. 

It is time to “come out of 
the land of Babylon which the 
hucksters of wares and mate¬ 
rialism have taken over . .. 
and leave Dec. 25 to the 
pagans.” he says. 

He says the proper religious 
message of Christmas, which 
is the gift of God's love for 
men and his visible revelation 
in history through Jesus 
Christ, has “long since died 
an ignominious death.” 

Christmas should celebrate 
“Christ’s spirit of selfless and 
unstinting love of our 
brothers,” especially the 
poor.

Archbishop Presses Politics 

‘Flex Those Muscles’ 
For Human 


By BOB DOUGLAS 

OTTAWA (CP) — Most 
Rev. Joseph Aurele Plourde, 
Roman Catholic Archbishop 
of Ottawa, says the church 
should re ready to flex its po¬ 
litical muscles on behalf of 
human rights. 

“More and more, the role of 
the church will be to de¬ 
nounce any situation or struc¬ 
ture that is violating human 
rights,’’ said Archbisiop 
Plourde in an interview. 

The church should not 
shrink from conflict with po¬ 
litical authorities, if necessary. 
But it should not ally itself 
with a particular party or 
group. 

The 56-year-old archbisop. 
former president of the Cana¬ 
dian Catholic Conference of 
Bishops, is part of the pro¬ 
gressive wave in the Canadi- 
Canadian Roman Catholic 
Church. 

Plourde and other Canadian 
bishops sided with the pro¬ 
gressive wing of the church 
on Important issues at the re¬ 
cent world synod of bishops in 
Rome. 

In one of Hs decisions, the 
synod agreed to carry out a 
detailed study of non-violent 
means of liberating people 
suffering under political op¬ 
pression. 

The Ottawa archbisop is 
good-humored but vigorous in 
conversation, ai^guing for 
gradual reform in the church. 

As auxiliary bishop of Alex¬ 
andria, Ont., and later as 
archbishop of Ottawa, he has 
encourag^ greater lay par- 
ticipatiofi in church matters. 

Plourde said in an interview 
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Plourde 
. . progressive 


that church members must be 
made aware of the changing 
role of the church. 

In the past, the church pro¬ 
vided some services, such as 
education, to fill gaps left by 
society. The church became 
associated with the es¬ 
tablished order. 

“Today the church is far 
more independent.” Now one 
of the major tasks was to de¬ 
fend human rights. 

This may mean slipping 
into political action because 
politics are everywhere, said 
Plourde. “You can’t live your 
life of faith without consider¬ 
ing politics.” 

Offering, an example of po¬ 
litical action, the archbish(H> 
said the church could speak 
out against packing dozens of 
families into low-rental hous-

ing projects set apart from 
other homes. 

People in these housing 
projects feel cut off from the 
rest of society, he said. 

It was not the church’s role 
to offer solutions to economic 
and technical problems. But 
competent Christian laymen 
could help. 

Some states will resent this 
new attitude of the church, he 
said. They could go so far as 
to break dii^omatic relations 
with the Vatican, but the 
church had to accept this 
risk. 

Plourde said he regards 
Archbisop Helder Camara of 
Recife, Brazil, as a “kind of 
prophet.” 

Camara has been an outspo¬ 
ken critic of conditions under 
which the Brazilian poor are 
suffering. He has on occasion 
been limited in his move¬ 
ments by the Brazilian auth¬ 
orities. 

“I think this man should re¬ 
ceive the full support of the 
church because of the pro¬ 
phetic dimension of his 
work,” said Plourde. 

More and more Christians 
might be called upon to make 
great sacrifices. Already 
many had suffered for their 
beliefs in Communist coun¬ 
tries. 

The archbishop said he 
could not go so far as to sup¬ 
port those priests who had 

joined armed revolutionary 
movements In Lstln America. 

Violence was the wrong way 
to bring about a better soci¬ 
ety.

The Children of (jod hsve 
been forcefully reminded thst 
they are also the aons and 
daughters of man. 

The children, one of the 
larger aecta In the youthful 
JesuB Movement, came under 
fire recently from the parents 
of gome of ita 3,000 disciples 
living St 40 communes in 
Europe and North America. 

The parents accused the 
elders of the Fundsmentaligt 
Christian faith of using drugs, 
hypnosis and coercion to 
‘•brilnwash’’ young followers 
Into rejecting their families 
and giving up all their posses¬ 
sions. 

In an effort to disprove the 
charges and counteract resul¬ 
tant bad publicity, the sect’s 
elders sent their followers 
bsck home to their parenU 
for the holidays. 

Bad Press 

"Evangelism Is our business 
and the bad press is hurting 
^our work among young peo¬ 
ple." explained Bnice Cun¬ 
ningham. the earnest 20-year- 
bld leader of the sect's only 
fcommune in the San Francls- 
lo Bay area in Hayward. 

^ Cunningham and his wife 
live with two other married 
fcouples and 30 single young 
[ men and women in a small 
three-bedroom honie in this 
suburban community 25 miles 
southeast of San Francisco. 

Inside the single-storey, 
pink stucco-and-frame house, 
a dozen disciples explained 
their belief In the Imminent 
Second Coming of Christ to 
newsmen in evangelistic, 
scripture-studded terms. 

Drug Culture 

The 18 to 28-year-old Fun¬ 
damentalists, most of them 
dropouts from the drug cul¬ 
ture In San Francisco or Ber- 
k e 1 e y , appeared neither 
drugged nor hypnotized. But 
they willingly obeyed their 
leaders’ instructions to return 
I to their famillee for the 
I Thanksgiving and Christmas 
olidays as the "will of God," 
espite the sect’s belief they 
|nust give up their family ties 
► follow Christ. 

|This unquestioning following 
’ the sect’s leaders, the sur- 
Inder of all earthly posses¬ 
ions to their commune and 
he forsaking of their families 
eve oroduced the strong 
•rental reaction. 

I On the same day members 
the Hayward commune 
ivere leaving for home, a 
oung wife 4(X) miles to the 
outh told the San Delgo city 
ouncil it should run the sect 
ut of town because it had 
"brainwashed" her husband 
I into leaving her and a daugh- 
Iter and giving up all his pos- 
I sessinns to the group. 

San Diego 

Mrs. Mona Eckel said her 
I husband left when she refused 
to Join one of the two com¬ 
munes In San Diego with him. 


She instead Joined a parents’ 
organization which charges 
that the sect used drugs and 
hypnosis to gain members. 

William Rambur of Chula 
Vista, a San Diego suburb, or¬ 
ganized a group called 
"parenta committee to free 
our sons and daughters from 
the Children of God" after hlf 
22-year-oki daughter Kay 
dropped out of huraing sehooi 
and Joined the aect last sum¬ 
mer. 

Rambur, a retired naval of¬ 
ficer, drove to a Children of 
GoA camp in Texas to see 
her. "We tried to get her to

come home with us. but she 
told us, ‘The devil's in that car 
with you. I'm not getting into 
a oar with the devil.' " 

At a confrontation between 
parenU and aect members in 
SeatUa this fall. Kay told 
newsmen she later had to flee 
from her father at the Seattle- 
Tacoma airport after she 
failed to convince him she 
wanted to stay with the C2iil- 
dren of God. 

Slander Suit 

The sect, which has filed a 
81.1 million slander suit 
against Rambur’s group and 
other similar parent organiza¬ 
tions, has charged several 
times thst disciples have been 
"kidnapped" by their fami¬ 
lies. 

In the sparsely furnished 
and spotlessly clean house in 
Hayward, which the sect rent¬ 
ed four months ago after leav¬ 
ing San Francisco, two neatly 
dressed girls sat face-to-face 
on wooden chairs, singing 
hymns as they played guitars. 

Singing, guitar playing and 
rhythmic chanting and recit¬ 
ing of biblical verses make up 
a good part of the group's 
communal activities. 

The three married couples 
share two small bedixmms in 
the house, while a larger bed¬ 
room is used as a girls’ dorm 
and the living room as a boys’ 
dorm where the "children’* 
throw down their sleeping 
bags at night. 

Other Women 

The other women worked in 
the kitchen while three men 
outside repaired a van used to 
transport members from one 
commune to another. 

A dozen of the youngsters 
had Just left, sleeping bags on 
their hacks, on a half-mile 
hike to an interstate freeway 
where they would start hitch¬ 
hiking home. A 20-year-old 
New Jersey girl said she was 


travelling "on faith" when 
asked how she would get 
home. 

In a naws release, sect lead¬ 
ers said they were sending 
toelr disciples home to "prove 
on s vast scale to the world 
that these lies that some have 
been telling about us are all 
not true, but totally false and 
unfounded. 

‘Have Mercy’ 

"If they don’t come back 
because they want to stay 
home, then they should stay 
home." the leaders said. But 
they asked parents, to "have 
mercy on your children and 
not try to prevent them from 
returning even as we have not 
prevented them from coming 
home.” 

The sect, which has 40 colo¬ 
nies in six nations — United 
States, (Canada, England, Ger¬ 
many, Spain and Denmark — 
is loosely organized but its 
disciples travel regulsrly be¬ 
tween colonies in "prophet 
buses," old vans fixed up wiUi 
sackcloth and pictures of ec¬ 
static followers. 

"Each colony is financisUy 
and physically independent," 
said Cunningham, who repea¬ 
tedly pulled out a pocket 
Bible and quoted scripture to 
back up his points. "New col¬ 
onies start every waek — and 
some have just disbanded." 

He quoted the (^pel of St. 
Luke and the Acts of the 
Apostles In the New Tes¬ 
tament to explain the sect’s 
demand that its followers for¬ 
sake all worldly goods and 
•hare all things in common. 

The message is based on an 
interpretation of the Bible 
that holds that the creation of 
Israel in 1948 signalled that 
the Second Coming of Christ 
was imminent. 

Asked when he figured such 
an event would take place. 
Cunningham answarad: "I’ll 
never be an old man."

oey Haddock said Thursday. 

Haddock told the Colonist 
that unless the deal is fina¬ 
lized by Dec. 31, the city may' 
lose ITM.OOO, representing the 
federal and provincial shares 
of the million land pur* 
chase. 

Council approved an agree¬ 
ment between the city and 
Ocean Cement at last week’s 


meeting, and audiorlzed Had¬ 
dock to sign it on behalf of the 
city. 

But Iteddock refuses to sign 
It unlMS Mayor-Elect peter 
Pollen is completely satisilai 
with the agreement. 

And that’s where the prob¬ 
lem lies. Pollen has criticized 
a number of clauses in the 
agreement, and following two 
days of renegotiating, the two 
parties have failed to reach 
an understanding. 

Haddock laid he s^ hopes 
"the deal will go through, 
but he warned that council 
must make a decision.

There's an acute shortage 
of parking faoilitiaB around 
the new Oystal pool on 
Quadra and some Victoria 
municipal officials fear the 
situation may develop into a 
serious problem. 

The problem is created by 
the concentration of recrea¬ 
tion facilities within a short 
distance of the new pool. 


When city council approved 
plans for the pool more than 
two years ago. some critics 
urgM that a detailed study be 
made of the future parking 
needs in Victoria's recreation 
precinct, which includes the 
pool, the arena, the Victoria 
Curling Club and Royal Ath¬ 
letic Park. 

No such study was undei^ 
taken, nor are there any i^ans 
for such a study. 


One city offtoial said there 
8ln|ply aren't any long-range 
plans (or the {noviaion of ade¬ 
quate parking in the area. 

Mayor-elect Peter Pollen 
told the Colonist Tuesday 
council will have to deal with 
the matin: early In the new 
year. He called the absence of 
detailed plans regarding fu¬ 
ture parking provision "an ex¬ 
cellent example of expedient 
development." 


The city, he said, had tiiree 
options. It could let chaos run 
its course; It could use exist¬ 
ing parkland to provlda park¬ 
ing next to the swimming 
pool, or it could use city- 
owned land, two blocks away, 
for parking. 

Pollen was referring to 12 
residential lots purchased by 
the city three years ago aa 
the intended site tor the pool. 

When council finally ap¬ 


proved kicatton of the pool in 
Central Park, tte city found 
itself owner of 12 old hornet, 
which it had bought tor 
1200,OOQ but for which it had 
no imnuNiiate use. 

Meanwhile, all but two 
hornet have been demolished 
and the property, between 
Grsen and Caledonia, lies va¬ 
cant. 

Pollen said "the problem is 
coming back to haunt ua." 


As for the rock blasting cost 
which the city Is to share at a 
cost of $20,000, Pollen says 
Ocean Cement should pay tlte 
whole $40,000. 

Neither Pollen nor Ocean 
Cement negotiator L. J. 
Glassford was available fcMr 
comment Thursday, but Aid. 
Harcdd Olafson, chairman of 
the city's community develop¬ 
ment committee, told the Col¬ 
onist he fears the worst could 
happen. 

He said he aat in on the 
renegotiations Wednesday, but 
didn’t attend ‘Thursday. 

"I don’t want to have any¬ 
thing to do with it. They could 
blow up the whole deal, and I 
don’t want to be there when It 
happens," Olafson said.

There Just wasn’t enough 
parking space in the area, 
and now the city may have tp 
buUd a $200,000 parking lot. 

The city is hoping for aome 
relief from the parking short¬ 
age if and when the federal 
government approves Vie- 
toria's appUoation for a 
$250,000 winter works grant to 
remove the rook formation, 
next to the arena. 

But not only is ft doubtful 
that Ottawa will approyt the 
grant, thera is also nobody at 
city hall who knows Just how 
many parking spaces will be 
provided if the rock is blasted 
away. 

One city official aald, "We ll 
worry about that if and when 
we get the money." 

Another pointed out that 
"there had better be a lot of 
parking apaces following the 
rock rennoval because you can 
build quite a nice parking 
building for $250,000." 

Again, Pollen lambasted the 
lack of detailed planning. 11 
the city wants to remove a 
big rock to oreata parking fa¬ 
cilities, someone should have 
at least tound out how many 
cars could be parked on the 
area, now occupied by the 
rock, he said. 

Traffic Engineer Dave 
Campbell told the Colonist the 
city could build a parking 
structure for about 150 cars at 
a coat of 1250,000. 

But even if 200 ears could 
be accommodated on the rock 
lot, Pollen said, ft wouldn’t do 
much to relieve traffic con¬ 
gestion and parking problems 
at the new awimming pool. 

The arena, he said, was too 
far away to be used for park¬ 
ing by people using the po^. 

"The options, as I said, are 
clear. Council will have to 
make a choice aoon," he said. 

If It didn't, traffic at and 
near the new pool could be¬ 
come chaotic.

Most of it is com¬ 
ing from the Victoria area." 

Aside from the money and 
letters ("they are wonderful 
letters") are other gifts that 
mean so much under the cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Like the load of lumber 


from a man who wa;ita to 
help replace the $7,000 bam 
that was lost in the blaze. 

*’And 500 pounds of grain 
just arrived for the horses." 
Mother Cecilia said. "It’s 
from Buckerfield’s — you 
know, the feed people in Vio- 
torla.” 

And, as always, animals are 
showing up. She agreed tiiat 
she looks on this as a matter 
of new lives to replace those 
that were lost. 


A case in point is the goat 
that was brought in. By Feb- 
maiy ft win be more than one 
goat She is pregnant. 

Mother Cecilia eatd the 
money, the lumber, the grain 
and the goat — along with the 
letters ot encouragement and 
good wishes — have convinced 
her that Christmas is going 
to be pretty good after all. 

"People are pretty wonder¬ 
ful," she said.

‘Respectable Baker, Hard-Working Thief

A 33-yeaf-oM Langford man who led a 
double life as both baker and thief for more 
than eight months was sentenced Thursday 
to one year in jail after what police said they 
believed was the biggest shoplifting total ever 
to come before Victoria Provincial Court. 

The aodused man was Joseph Fink, 991 
Furber, and Saanich police said he obtained 
goods and cash worth a total of $1,916.98 be¬ 
tween May 1 and Dec. 13 by theft, rebates on 
goods he stole and a rebate on an Item ob¬ 
tained by a bad cheque. 

Sources In Saanich and other Greater Vic¬ 
toria police forces said shoplifters in the past 


had stolen items worth more than $1,916 but 
added they believed no one had ever been 
charged with shoplifting that much. 

Fink pleaded guilty to three Saanich 
charges odntalning four counts of theft in¬ 
volving more than $50, four of false pretences 
over $50 and one each of theft and false pre¬ 
tences under $50. 

Sentencing Fink to 10 concurrent one-year 
terms. Judge William Ostler said: "You’ve 
been committing wholesale theft in the com¬ 
munity. You’ve Just been leading a douiile 
life. Under the guise of a hard-working, re- 
siMctable baker, you’ve been leading the life 
of a hard-working thief." 

The main count was one of the four of 


theft ovw $50 — that Fink stole $1,437.92 
worth of good from Wodco May 1 to Dec. 13. 

The colonist learned earlier this week 
authorities had been undecided whether to 
lump these offences in one count and make a 
separate count tor each item, which might 
have meant another 140 counts or more. 

Saanich detective Sgt. Herbert Clarke said 
these items included: 

A pressure cockier, two saws, a drill, a 
Sander, a bench grinder, an extension cord, a 
vise, three sockH tool sets, three socket 
driver sets, a chisel set. five pairs of pliers, 
100 feet of rope, wrenches, a level, screw¬ 
driver sets, drill sets, hinges, a vise grip and 
thiee files. 


When he had read that much of the list. 
Ostier stopped him and asked if the other 
items were of similar value. 

"Not all," said Qark. "There were other 
suits, fondue sets, vacuum cleaners. Large 
articles. Everything.” 

Among the other nine counts were a 
$183.18 stereo set obtained May 18 at K-Mart 
store by a bad cheque and refunded 14^ same 
day. a $64.88 suit stolen about Nov. 30 at 
Zeller’s, a $90 suit stolen Nov. 24 at Woolco 
and refunded next day and an $85 suit stolen 
Nov. 29 at Woolco and refunded two days 
later. 

Clark said Fink made another person take 


some of the goods bock tor refund and usod a 
fictitious name while doing so. 

When the $85 suit was token back Dec. 1 
by this person, he said, on employee became 
suspicious and began to check stare records. 
While the employee was checking. Fink 
"made several phone colls to the store to 
threaten civil action if the money was not 
refunded." 

Finally, he oaid, Fink was apprehended 
Deo. 13 at the Town and Ctountiy shopping 
centre.

Charitable organizations ere 
"literally telling their good 
name for a buck" when they 
use the services of a profes¬ 
sional fund-raising agency.

"I also believe ^the city 
should set a minimum per¬ 
centage to be paid to the 
charitable organizations 
maybe 40 per cent of the total 
money raised. If professional 
fund-raising agencies can’t 


make ends meet on the re¬ 
maining 60 per cent, they 
shouldn’t stage fund drives," 
he said. 

Service clubs conducting 
fund drives on their own be¬ 
half. he said, would also be 
required to obtain a permit, 
but the cost should be kept 
low. 

"A nominal fee of $5 would 
be enough, but it would en¬ 
able the city to exercise con¬ 
trol over 1 field that has seen 
a lot of exploitation," he said.

OTTAWA (CP) ~ ^ last 
10 years have produced a dra¬ 
matic increase in the number 
of women working outside the 
home, but they still tend to be 
. paid less than men in airallar 
joba, says a government book¬ 
let Just releaacd. 

The booklet, Women in the 
Labmr Force 1970, was pro¬ 
duced by the women’s bureau 
of the federal labor depart¬ 
ment. 

Working wrnnen numbered 
2,990,000 in 1970, an increase 
of 62.3 per cent since 1960, the 
booklet says. The number of 
married women has increased 
to 56.7 per cent of die female 
labor force, compared with 45 
per cent a decade ago. 

Last year, women com¬ 
prised 71 per cent of persons 
in clerical oceupationa and 60 
per cent of those In service 
occupatiooa. One-quarter of 
aU employed women worked 
part<time. 

Higher Rales 

The booklet shows that men 
were paid highef hourly wage 
rates than women in all but 
two out of 56 similarly de¬ 
scribed industry occupations 
in 1969. In 40 of the occupa¬ 
tions. men were paid at least 
15 per cent more dian women 
for similar work. 

The percentage difference 
In pay ranged from a high of 
74 per cent more for male 
sewing machine operators in 
the women’s clothing industry 
to a low of less dian one per 
cent for men dishwashers in 
hotels with less than 200 em¬ 
ployees. 

Wpmen earned 10.3 per cent 
as graders of synthetic fox- 
tiles and 5.6 per cent more 
than men woridng as dish¬ 
washers in hotels with more 
than 200 employeea.

All A bout Holly 


Holly Is king at this season of the 
year, and I ima^ne just about every 
homeowper woulfl like to be able to 
boast of a mature bcNly tree in hls gax^ 
den. Trouble is, folks are deterred from 
buying and planting a young holly in 
the mistaken belief that it will be many 
years before the thing produces any 
berries. 

It is true that holly is a slow grower, 
but not Uiat slow. I have seen trees of 
some varieties beautifully decked out in 
their Christmas finery while no more 
than four or five feet tall, while one of 
our local nurseriee, earlier this fall, 
was offering pot-grown speofarnens of 
Dutch holly, shout 18 inches tall, and 
each with a few berries on it! 

Botanically, holly is Hex, an old 
Latin name for the evergreen holm oak, 
to which holly is supposed to bear some 
resemblance. The popular name — 
holly — is old Anglo-Saxon for holy, so 
named because, accordlgg to legend, 
the idant first appeared in die footsteps 
of Christ, the scarlet berries ^rmboliz- 
ing the blood that was shed on the 
Cross. 

★ ★ ★ 

In some parts of Europe, the prickly 
kinds are known as he4ioilly an^ die 
smooth-leafed Idnds as she-holly; super* 
sdtion claims that whichever kind is 
used tor decorating the home at Christ¬ 
mas will indicate whether the husband 
KX the wife will dominate the household 
during the forthcoming year! 

It is herd for us to realize that for 


many centuries holly has been es¬ 
teemed tor its medicinal properties. In 
former days the juice of the leaves was 
administered as a cure for pleurisy, 
jaundice, tetanus, smallpooc and various 
afflictions of the eye. The herbalist Cul¬ 
pepper, writing in the year 1651, reoom- 
mended fomentations made from holly 
bark and leaves to mend broken bones. 


Even today the leaves of some varie¬ 
ties art dried and crushed and used as 
a substitute for tea. The best known is 
Bex psraguayensis. a South American 
holly that grows on river banks end 
along small streams. This has been 
popularized under the name Yerfoa 
Mato tea. and valuable tonic proportiea 
are claimed for it. The taste is bit¬ 
terish, with a suggestion of lime flowers 
and cnrange, and it has been estimated 
that nearly fifty million South Ameri¬ 
cans use Yerba Mate in place of ordi¬ 
nary tea. 

The leaves of our common English 
hoUy are known to have about the same 
herbal properties ss the Paraguayan 
Yerba Mate, although perhaps not with 
the same agreeable flavor, and cai) be 
dried and crushed, and either mixed 
with (ntilnary tea or ujhkI as a substi¬ 
tute. 

Holly trees come in male, female 
and hermaphrodite forms. The male 
trees bear no berries; the females de¬ 
velop berries only when a male tree is 
nea^ to pollinate the Uosaoms, or 
when the open bkwsoma are pollinated 


artificially with a tomato-setting hor¬ 
mone spray. 

The hermaphrodite tsrpes will set a 
good crop of berries even when growing 
alone, and It Is important, when only 
one free is grown, to purchase this type. 

Holly trees grown from seeds, while 
excellent for hedges, are completely un¬ 
predictable as to sex and berrying ca¬ 
pacity. 

The tree we see moct commonly 
hereabouts is the common English holly, 
Bex aquifollum, with prickly pointed 
leaves and scariet berries, but there are 
many variations and sub-varieties 
available. 

A selected strain known as Sl-11 is 
preferred by commercial growers for 
its reliability and good berry produc¬ 
tion. Bex aquifollum pyratnidalls, the 
so-called Dutch hol^, is one of the her¬ 
maphrodites, producing berries without 
a mate, but it not so crinkled bi the 
leaf. 

★ ★ ★ 

The variegated kinds are especially 
attractive for Christmas decoration. 
Golden King is partlcul^ariy fine, wttiWb 
narrow band of gold anxind the edge of 
each leaf. 

Golden Milkmaid is the reverse, 
golden leaves with a green margin, 
vdiUe Silver Que«i has dark green 
leaves margined with sOver. 

Incidentally, the man who dreamed 
up the names for these variegated hol¬ 
lies was sadly in need of some sex edu¬ 
cation, for Golden King Is a female, 
while Silver Queen is a berryless male!

The group has just rseelvcd

gage and Bousing Oorporatlon 
to Bsaiit in the porehBBe and 
renovatton of an old houaa on 
Wesley Street 

It hiB already received 
$15,000 from the provtocial 
welfare department. 

The Society had to raisa 10 
per o«nt ot the approudmately 
$50,000 needed in order to be 
eligible for the federal and 
provincial money. 

They got a $2,500 grant 
from the ohy, H.OOO from the 
H. R. MsfiMiUan Foundation, 
$553 from a Brechin United 
Church wilkathon, $2,300 
from the Gyroe plus an addi¬ 
tional 1700 frmn individual do- 
nationB. This all made up the 
neoesaary $5,000. 

Dr. J. E. Johnaon, president 
of the society, said that the 
receiving home is for 
youngBtera, parOeularly teen- 
agem, whoet plight has come 
to the attention of the wtlftrt 
department 

They will go to the receiv¬ 
ing home for a few daya or 
weeks while ewahlng perma¬ 
nent placement The reaaonB 
for their being temfMrarily 
homeless are i^ed, but Dr. 
Johnaon emphasiaed these are 
not children in trouble with 
the law.

These other children are 
currently having to go to 
foeter homes in the Nanaimo 
area. 

There la provlBion in the re¬ 
ceiving home for six beds and 
two to be used In emergencies 
but Dr. Johkson speoulmted 
that the need $a such that all 
eight beds will be constantly 
in use. 

A permanent set of house 
parents haa been picked by 
the welfare department to 
care for the children In the 
reoeiving home. 

Work is underway to do the 
neoeesary alterations to the 
house at 4S7 Weeley Street. 
Wiring and plumbing stan¬ 
dards had to be raiged to sat¬ 
isfy the building code and fire 
regulations. 

It is hoped to have the 
house ready for occupancy by 
February. 

The aooiety has had houses 
in other looationB in the city 
but met with setbacks all 
along the line.

Dr. Johnson had a “thank 
you" for all those who donat¬ 
ed locally and said he wax 
glad the project is finally off 
the ground.

Home at End 
Of Long Walk 


NEW DELHI (AP) - The 
long walk home to an in¬ 
dependent Bangla Desh will 
begin next week for 10 million 
East Pakistani refugees and it 
is -hoped that within two 
months there will he none left 
in India, a senior Indian gov¬ 
ernment official said Thurs¬ 
day. 

“We want to empty all toe 
camps In India within a 
month or two,” said toe of¬ 
ficial, who asked to remain 
anonymous. 

’ United Nations otnclals, 
who have helped ooKirdtnate 
the relief program for the ref¬ 
ugees since last March, con¬ 
firmed that dlsoUsslons had 
already begun with toe Indian 
government on r^Mitrlation of 
toe refugees folkx^g the de¬ 
feat of toe Pakistani army in 
East Pakistan. 

A spokesman for the West 
Bengal government in Calcut¬ 
ta said the target date tor 
beginning the repatriation was 
Jan. 1, hut officials in New 
Delhi expressed hope toe date 
might be advanced by a few 
days. 

An average of IfiO.OOO refu¬ 
gees woulcl have to go back 
across the border daily, to 
meet the two-month goal.

The late 
attorney-general Robert Ken¬ 
nedy proaeouted Hoffa vigor¬ 
ously. Hoffa defenders termed 
It persecution. 

In Detroit labor leaders cele¬ 
brated Hofte’s release with 
champaime, and the festivi¬ 
ties lasted into the night.

HAYWARD. CaUf. (UPI) - 
The Children of God have 
been forcefully reminded that 
they are also the sons and 
daughters of man. 

The children, one of the 
larger aecu in the youthful 
Jesus Movement, came under 
Hre recently from the parents 
of some of its 3,000 disciples 
Hving at 40 communes in 
F'urope and North America. 

The parents accused the 
elders of the Fundamentalist 
Christian faith of using drugs, 
hypnosis and coercion to 
"brainwash” young followers 
Into rejecting their families 
and giving up all their posses¬ 
sions. 

In an effort to disprove the 
charges Ad counteract resul¬ 
tant bad publicity, the sect’s 
elders sent their followers 
back home to their parenU 
for the holidays. 

Bad Press 

"EvangelLsm is our business 
and the bad press is hurting 
our work among young peo¬ 
ple." explained Bruce Cun¬ 
ningham, the earnest 20-year- 
old leader of the sect’s only 
commune in the San Francis¬ 
co Bay area in Hayward. 

Cunningham and his wife 
live with two other married 
couples and 30 single young 
men and women in a small 
three-bedroom home in this 
suburban community 25 miles 
southeast of San Francisco. 

Inside the single-storey, 
pink stucco-and-frame house, 
a dozen disciples explained 
their belief in the imminent 
Second Coming of Christ to 
newsmen in evangelistic, 
scripture-studded terms. 

Drug Culture 

The 18 to 28-year-old Fun¬ 
damentalists, most of them 
dropouts from the drug cul¬ 
ture In San Francisco or Ber- 
k e 1 e y , appeared neither 
drugged nor hypnotized. But 
they willingly obeyed their 
leaders’ instnictions to return 
to their families for the 
Thanksgiving and Christmas 
holidays as the "will of God," 
despite the sect’s belief they 
must give up their family ties 
to follow Christ. 

This unquestioning following 
of the sect’s leaders, the sur-^ 
render of all earthly posses- * 
sions to their commune and 
the forsaking of their families 
have produced the strong 
parental reaction. 

On the same day memb4nu 
of the Hayward commune 
were leaving for home, a 
young wife 400 miles to the 
south told the San Deigo city 
eounc41 it should run the sect 
out of town because it had 
"brainwashed" her husband 
into leaving her and a daugh¬ 
ter and giving up all his pos- 
•essfons to the group. 

San Diego 

Mrs. Mona Eckel said her 
husband left when she refused 
to join one of the two com¬ 
munes in San Diego with him. 


She instead Joined a parent^'’ 
organization which charges 
that the sect used drugs and 
hypnosis to gain members. 

William Rambur of ChuJa 
Vista, a San Diego suburb, or¬ 
ganized a grppg .^11^ 
"parents committM to free 
our sons and daughters from 
the Children of God" after his 
23-yearoold daughter Kay 
dropped out of nursing school 
and joined the sect last sum¬ 
mer. 

Rambur. a retired naval of¬ 
ficer, drove to a Children of 
God camp In Texas to see 
her. "W'g triad to get her to

come home with us, but she 
told us, ‘The devil’s in that car 
with you. I’m not getting into 
a **Jir with the devil.’ " 

At a confrontation between 
parents and sect members in 
Seattle this fail, Kay told 
newsmen she later had to flee 
from her father at the Seattle- 
Tacoma airport after ihe 
failed to convince him she 
wanted to stay with tha Ghil- 
dren of God. 

Slander Suit 

The aect, which has filed a 
31.1 million slander suit 
against Rambur’s group and 
other similar parent organiza¬ 
tions, has charged several 
times that disciples have been 
"kidnapped" by their fami¬ 
lies. 

In the sparsely furnished 
and spotlessly clean house in 
Hayward, which the sect rent¬ 
ed four months ago after leav¬ 
ing San Francisco, two neatly 
dressed girls sat face-to-face 
on wooden chairs, singing 
hymns as they played guitars. 

Singing, guitar playing and 
rhythmic chanting and recit¬ 
ing of biblical verses make up 
a good part of the group’s 
communal activities. 

The three married couples 
share two small bedrooms in 
the house, while a larger bed¬ 
room is used as a girls’ dorm 
and the living room as a boys’ 
dorm where the "children" 
throw down their sleeping 
bags at night. 

Other Women 

The other women worked In 
the kitchen while three men 
outside repaired a van used to 
transport members from one 
commune to another. 

A dozen of the youngsters 
had just left, sleeping bags on 
their backs, on a half-mile 
hike to an interstate freeway 
where they would start hitch¬ 
hiking home. A 20.year-old 
New Jersey girl said she was 


travelling "on faith" when 
asked how she would get 
home. 

In a news release, sect lead¬ 
ers said they were tending 
their diaciplea home to "prove 
on a vast scale, to the world 
that these lies that tome have 
been telling about us are an 
not true, but totally false and 
unfounded. 

‘Have Mercy’ 

"If they don’t come back 
because they want to stay 
home, then they should stay 
home." the leaders said. But 
they‘asked parents to "have 
mercy on your children and 
not tiy to prevent them from 
returning even as we have not 
prevented theAi from coming 
home." 

The aect, which has 40 colo¬ 
nies in six nations —; United 
States, Canada. England, Ger¬ 
many, Spain and Denmark —. 
is loosely organized but Ita 
disciples travel regularly be¬ 
tween colonies in "prophet 
buses," old vans fixed up with 
sackcloth and pictures of ec¬ 
static followers. 

"Each colony la financially 
and physically independent,’’ 
said Cunningham, who repea¬ 
tedly pulled out a pocket 
Bible and quoted scripture to 
back up hia points. "New col¬ 
onies start every week and 
some have just disbanded." 

He quoted the Gospel of St. 
Luke and the Acts of the 
Apostles In the New Tes¬ 
tament to explain the sect’s 
demand that its foBowers for¬ 
sake all worldly goods and 
share all thjngs in common. 

The message is based on an 
interpretation of the Bible 
that holds that the creation of 
Israel in 1948 signalled that 
the Second Coming of Christ 
was imminent. 

Asked when he figured such 
an event would take place. 
Cunningham answered; "I'll 
never be an old man."

$33,527 CMHC Loan Aids’ 

Receiving Home Pnrehase 









NANAIMK) — After several 
years work the Nanaimo 
Youth Services Society has 
success around the comer in 
its efforts to establish a re¬ 
ceiving home in Nanaimo. 

The group has Just received 
333.527 frmn Central Mort¬ 
gage and Housing Corporation 
to assist in the purchase and 
renovation of an old house on 
Wesley Street. 

It has already received 
115,000 from the provincial 
welfare deijartment. 

The Society had to raise 10 
per cent of the approximately 
$50,000 needed in order to be 


eligible for the federal and 
provincial money. 

'They a 12,500 grant 
from the city, $1,000 from the 
H. R. MacMUlan Foundation. 
$553 from a Brechin United 
Church walkathon, $2,300 
from the Gyros plus an addi¬ 
tional $700 from individual do¬ 
nations. This all made up the 
necessary $5,000. 

Dr. J. E. Johnson, president 
of the society, said that the 
receiving home is for 
youngsters, particularly teen¬ 
agers, whose plight has come 
to the attention of the welfare 
department. 


They will go to the receiv¬ 
ing home for a few days or 
weeks while awaiting perma¬ 
nent placement. The reasons 
tor their being temporarily 
homeless are varied, but Dr. 
Johnson emphasized toese are 
not children in trouble with 
toe law. 

A “remand home” is where 
children in trouble with the 
iaw gaand the nearest one to 
Nanaimo is in Victoria. 

These other children are 
currently having to go to 
foster homes in the Nanaimo 
area. 


There is provision In the re¬ 
ceiving hqme for iix beds and 
two to be used in emergencies 
but Dr. J(4inson speculated 
that the need is such that ^ 
eight beds wlU be constantly 
in use. 

A permanent set of house 
parents has been picked by 
toe welfare department to 
care for the children in toe 
receiving home. 

Work is underway to do the 
necessary alterations to the 
house at 437 Wealey Street. 
Wiring and plumbing stan¬ 
dards had to be raised to sat¬ 


isfy the building code and fire 
regulations. 

It is hoped to have the 
house ready for ocoigumcy by 
February. 

The society has had ^ses 
In otoer locatioas in the city 
but met with setbacks all 
along the line. If the neigh¬ 
bours did not complain then 
they had legal complicatiexts 
obtaining the pit^r^ or vice 
versa. 

Dr. Johnson had a “thank 
you” for all those etoo donat¬ 
ed locally and said he was 
glad the project is finally off 
the ground. *

The roads were slippery 
Thursday at Mill Bay wdiere 
Mother Mary Cecilia and her 
350 assorted anhnals live. 

But it was two days before 
Christmas and nobody — or 
seemingly nobody — was let¬ 
ting anything us inconsequen¬ 
tial as bad roads stand in the 
way. 

“No, roost of them aren’t 
coming out here themselves 
with the roads the way they 
are but they are having It de¬ 


livered for them,” the 83- 
year-old nun said in an inter¬ 
view. 

By “It,” she was referring 
to the money, food, lumber 
and other items that have 
been flowing to her Good 
Shepherd Animal Shelter 
since last Sunday’s fire. 

“I think we’ve received 
about $1,000 so far,” Mother 
Cecilia said. 

The donations appear to be 
an obvtous resptmse to the 


needs of a woman who has 
dedicated her life to the care 
of unwanted animals. 

Thirty of her anim^ 
perished In the fire that ptm- 
tially destroyed the shelter. 

Mother Cecilia cherishes 
the letters that come with the 
donations. Mostly, they aren’t 
big donations — just a few 
dollars at a time from people 
who haven’t got all that much 
to give.

The air-sea rescue search was 
abandoned during the after¬ 
noon because of the rough 
waters and approaching dark¬ 
ness. But the coast guard life¬ 
boat and the Argus aircraft 
conducted a coastline search 
as they proceeded toward 
toelr home bases in Tofino 
and Comox. 

Centre spokesmen said an 
air search will resume today 
wito assistance from the To- 
fine lifeboat. 

Tlie distress call, was re¬ 
ceived by Ministry of Trans¬ 
port marine ra^os at Tofino 
and Alert Bay.

PORT ALBERNI: ’There’s a 
new UPROAR in Port Alber- 
ni. 

This time the uproar is over 
MacMillan Bloedel’s plans to 
re-route its main logging road 
frcHn Ash River through file 
Faber Road and Stirling Arm 
Drive area. 

UPROAR stands for United 
Protest by Residents Oppos¬ 
ing toe Absurd Road and was 
formed by Tony and Rick 
Chatwin, Fred Drinkwater 
and newly-elected regional 
district representative Jan 
VanBeek. 

For more fiian 2 0 years 
MacMillan Bloedel has had a 
logging road whieh passed 
through the Tseshaht reserve. 
A 30-year contret was signed 


in 1931'with toe Indian band 
members, under which they 
received $260 annually for a 
railroad running through the 
leserve. About 20 years ago, 
when the road was built annu¬ 
al payment was increased to 
$640 a year. 

This year toe band came up 
vrith a new demand for $20,000 
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a year on a five-year contract 
and a paved road to offset the 
dust ^which residents say they 
have been swallowing lor 
years. 

Company officials balked at 
the greatly Increased pay¬ 
ment. Band manager GeOTge 
Watt said the comapny was 
willing to pay up to $4500 a 
year but wanted a . 20-year 
agreement. New policy of toe 
Indian Band is that no con¬ 
tract will be for longer than 
five years. 

Company officials mean¬ 
time say toe proposed road is 
Still in the discussion stage 
only but ugree toat a number 
of residents of the Stirling 
Arm-Faber Road area have 
been approached to sell their 
property or some poition of it. 


UPROAR committee claims 
the proposed road will 
seriously deplete property 
values, noisy trucks will dis¬ 
turb residents and dust will 
be a perpetual nuisance. 

The present road, they say. 
Inconveniences only a fraction 
of those who would be affect¬ 
ed by the new route. 

Company officials say no 
property will be bought with¬ 
out appraisals and that 
owners will get market valut 
or more for their holdings.

There were no Injuries to 
any of the 26-man crew but 
the ship suffered minor dam¬ 
age to the hull above the deck 
when the load shifted. 


The freighter win dock at 
San Francisco, and should 
reach port by noon Sunday, a 
Seattle coastguard spokes¬ 
man said Thursday.

OTTAWA (CP) — Tbe last 
10 years have prodtiesd a dra¬ 
matic increase in the number 
of women working outside the 
home, but they stfll tend to be 
paid lees than men In similar 
Jobe, says a govsnuntot book¬ 
let Just Kleased. 

The booklet, Women in the 
Labor Force 1970, was pro¬ 
duced by the women's bureau 
of the federal labor depart¬ 
ment. 

Working women numbered 
2,690,000 in 1970, an increase 
of 62.3 per cant since 1960, the 
booklet says. The number of 
married women has tnoreesed 
to 56.7 per cent of the female 
labor force, compared with 45 
per cent a decade ago. 

Last year, wonoen com¬ 
prised 71 per cent of persons 
in clerical oocupatkms and 60 
per cent of those in service 
occupations. One-quarter of 
all employed women worked 
part-time. 

Higher Rates 

The booklet shows that men 
were paid higher hourly wage 
rates than women in all but 
two out of 56 similariy de¬ 
scribed industry occupations 
in 1960. In 40 of the occupa¬ 
tions. men were paid at least 
15 per cent more than women 
for similar work. 

The percentage dUfermce 
in pay ranged t];om a hlfh of 
74 per cent more for male 
sewing machine operators In 
the women's clothing Industry 
to a low of less than one per 
cent tor. men dishwashers in 
hotels with less than 200 em¬ 
ployees. ^ 

Women earned 10.3 per cent 
as graders ci synthetic tex¬ 
tiles and 5.6 per cent more 
than men working as dish¬ 
washers in hotels with more 
than 200 employees. 

Statisties were available for 
monthly salary rates in only a 
few occupations described as

similar for women and men. 
OBut in each case, the rate 
paid men exceeded that paid 
women in 1960. 

Room Clerks 

The highest percentage dif¬ 
ference was tor front-room 
more than men who worked 
clerks in railway hotels, 
where men's salaries exceed¬ 
ed those of women by about 
34 per cent 

Median annual salaries for 
men and women university 
teacherk also show a tendency 
to higher wages for the men. 
As many pereons have earn¬ 
ings above a median levd as 
below it. 

Taking ail university fields 
together, the highest percent¬ 
age difference is in the un¬ 
graded professor rank, where 
men’s salaries exceed those of 
women by almost 49 per cent 

Men's median s^duies ex¬ 
ceed those of womm by about 
63 per cent for teachers with 
a baccalaureate earned 20 to 
24 years ago, to a low of 4 per 
cent for teachers with a doc¬ 
torate earned less than five 
years ago. 

Annual Salaries 

Men elementary pubUo 
school teachers had median 
annual salaries almost 30 per 
cent higher than women in 
1969-70 and men secondaiy 
public school teachers had sa¬ 
laries almost 19 per cent 
higher. 

Other findings by the wo¬ 
men’s . bureau, directed by 
SulvaCfelber, are; 

• In 1970. about 85 per 
cent of all single women aged 


25 to 34 were in the labor 
force, compared with 19 per 
cent in 1960; 

• The number of women 
ip the labor force Is hig^t In 
Ontario and lowest in thr AL 
lantio provlnoes; 

Trade Unions 

• Last year 1.55 per cent 
of women full-time employees 
were absent from work be¬ 
cause of Illness for the whole 
of a given week, compared 
with L85 per cent of men em¬ 
ployees. 

• In 1968 about 90 per 
cent of women paid workers 
belonged to trade unions, 
compared with almost 40 per 
cent of mm workers.

Stolen 


An estimated total of 100 
small bottlaa of methadone 
were stolen early Tuesday 
after thievee broke Into a clin¬ 
ic at 1029 Douglas next to toe 
B.C. Narcotics Addiction 
Foundatioo, Victoria police 
disclosed Wednesday. 

Methadone is sometimes 
used as a substitute tor heroin 
in programs of wrltbdrawal for 
heroin addicts. It is said to be 
addictive In some oases and 
two recent dnig-overdoee 
deaths in Victoria have baen 
described by police aa ap¬ 
parently due to use of metha¬ 
done. 

The methadone was in a so¬ 
lution of orange juice. A 
spokaeman for the clinio said 
there were more containers of 
the liquid but for some reason 
they were not stolen. 

The eolution, sdmlnietered 
to patients once a day in pre¬ 
scribed doses, is prepared by 
NAF in Vancouver and 
shipped to toe Victoria clinic. 

The dosages range from 10 
to 100 milligrams per person 
per day and dep^ on toe 
level of narcotic addiction. 

The clinio currently sees 
about 27 persoM each day. 
They are former "hard" drug 
addicts wdtoee psychological 
and physical need tor narcot¬ 
ics is subdued by methadone. 

The methadone that s^as 
stolen would be lethal if taken 
in large volumes. However 
this depends on an individu¬ 
al’s ioleranoe level.

COURTENAY — Hospitals in Comox, Qimbei^ 
land and Campbell River have released figures show¬ 
ing that admissions and patient dEO's continue to re¬ 
main stable — or show increase. 


At Cuinberland General Hoa- 
pital patient admissions 
show an increase of ISl over 
last year, up frcMn 1,323 to 
1,474. Births were up from 37 
to 56. 

Records indicate duit the 
percentage of occupancy fcx* 
October was 78.4 and for the 
year to date, 77J per cent — 
down from 81.2 per cent for 
the same IS months of last 
year. 

In 10 months of 1971, there 
were 126 major and 437 minor 
operations performed, both 
figures showing signifisapt in¬ 
creases.

Births were also down for 
the same period; deaths of 
adidts and children stood at 
51, unchanged, and infant 
deafiis were up by four.

ugees since last March, con¬ 
firmed that discussions had 
already begun with the Indian 
government on repatriation of 
the refugees foUo^g the de¬ 
feat of the Pakistani army in 
East Pakistan. 

A spokesman for the West 
Bengal government in Calcut¬ 
ta said the target date for 
beginning the repatriation was 
Jan. 1, but officials in New 
Delhi expressed hope the date 
might be advanced by a few 
days. 

An average of 160,000 refu¬ 
gees would have to go back 
across the border daily, to 
meet the two-month goal. 




But a UN official, express¬ 
ing confidence, noted this rate 
corresponded to the rate of 
arrivals during the summer, 
at the peak of the refugee 
influx.

pool, the arena, the Victoria 
Clirllng Qub and Royal Ath¬ 
letic Park. 

No such study was under¬ 
taken, nor are there any plani 
for such a study. 


One dty offiolal said there 
simidy aren’t any long-range 
plans tor the provision of ade¬ 
quate parking in the area. 

Mayor-elect Peter Pollen 
tcM the (tolonist Tuesday 
council will have to deal with 
the matter early in the new 
year. He called the absence of 
detailtid plans regarding fu¬ 
ture parktog provision "an ex¬ 
cellent exanl(4e of expedient 
development." 


The city, be said, had three 
options. It could let chaos run 
its course; it could use exist¬ 
ing parUand to provide park¬ 
ing next to the swimming 
poc^, or it could use city- 
owned land, two blocks aWay, 
for parking. 

Pollen was referring to 12 
residmtial lots purchased by 
the city three years ago as 
the Intended site tor the pool. 

Whoi council finally ap¬ 


proved looatkm of the pocd in 
Oentral Park, the city found 
itself owner of 12 old homes, 
which it had bought tor 
3200.000 but tor which it had 
no immediate use. 

Meanwhile, all but two 
homes have been demolished 
and the property*, between 
Green and Caledonia, lies va¬ 
cant 

Pollen said "the problem is 
coating back to Mpit us." 


Asked if he would sign the 
original agreement if further 
renegotiations with Ocean O- 
ment and next week’s council 
meeting failed to resolve the 
matter Haddock said he 
couldn’t answer tiiat question 
now. 

"It would put me In a dif¬ 
ficult position and I guess I’ll 
face that decMon at tfas Uth 
hour," he added. 

Renegotiations of the con¬ 
tract started by P(til«i two 
days ago, centre mainly 
around two dauses to which 
he objected.

The city is hoping for some 
relief from the psrldng short¬ 
age if and when the federal 
government approves Vic¬ 
toria’s application for a 
3250,000 winter works grant to 
remove the rock formation, 
next to the arent. 

But not only is It doubtflil 
that Ottawa will approv<sc8he 
grant, there is also nobody at 
city hall who knows Just how 
many parking spaces will be 
provided if the rook is blasted 
away. 

One dty official said. "We’U 
worry about that if and when 
we get the money." 

Another pointed out that 
"there had better be a lot of 
parking spaces following the 
rock removal because you can 
build quite a nice parking 
buUding for 3250.000." 

Again. Pollen lambasted the 
lack of detailed planning. If 
the city wants to remove a 
big rock to create parking fa¬ 
cilities, someeme should have 
at least found out how many 
cars could be parked on the 
area, now occupied by the 
rock, he said. 

Traffic Engineer Deve 
Campbell told the Colonist the 
city could build a parking 
structure for about ISO cars at 
a cost of 3250.000. 

But even ^*^ 200 cars could 
be accommodated on the rook 
lot. Pollen said. It wouldn’t do 
much to relieve traffio con¬ 
gestion and paildng problems 
at the new swimming pool. 

The arena, he said, was too 
far away to be used for park¬ 
ing by people using the pool. 

"The options, as I said, are 
clear. Council will have to 
make a choice soon," he said. 

If it didn’t, traffic at and 
near the new pool could be¬ 
come chaotic.

Mostly, they aren’t 
big donations just a few 
dollars at a time from people 
who haven’t got all that much 
to give. 

"We’ve had one of $100 — 
and that’s the biggest," she 
said. "They range from there 
down to 32. Moat of it is com¬ 
ing from the Victoria area." 

Aside from the money and 
letters ("they arc wonderful 
letters") are other gifts that 
mean so much under the cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Like the load of lumber 


from a man who wants to 
help replace the $7,000 bam 
that was lost in the blaze. 

"And 500 pounds of grain 
just arrived for the hones," 
Mother Ocilia sakL "It’s 
from Buckerfieki’s — you 
know, the feed people in Vic¬ 
toria." 

And. as always, animals art 
showing up. She agreed that 
she looks on this as a matter 
of new lives to replace those 
that were lost. 


A case in point Is the goat 
that was brought in. By Feb¬ 
ruary it will be more than one 
goat She is pregnant 

Mother C^tcilia said tha 
money, the lumber, the grain 
and the goat — alo^ with tha 
letters of encouragement and 
good wishes — have convinced 
her that Christmas is going 
to be pretty good after all. 

"People are pretty wonder¬ 
ful," she said.

‘Respectable Baker^ Hard-Working Thief^

A 33-year-o)d Langford man who led a 
double life as both baker and thief for more 
than eight months was sentenced Thursday 
to one year in jail after what police said they 
believed was the biggest shoplifting total ever 
to come before Victoria Provincial Court. 

’The accused man was Joseph Fink. 991 
Furber, and Saanich police said he obtained 
goods and cash worth a totsS of $1,916.98 be¬ 
tween May 1 and Deo. 13 by theft, rebates on 
goods he stole and a rebate on an item ob¬ 
tained by R bad cheque. 

Sources In Saanich and ottier Greater Vic¬ 
toria police forces said shoplifters in the past 


had stolen itemh worth more than 31,916 but 
added they believed no one had ever been 
charged with shoplifting that much. 

Fink pleaded guilty to three Saanich 
charges containing four counts of theft in¬ 
volving more than $50, four of false pretences 
over 350 and one each of theft and false pre¬ 
tences under $50. 

Sentencing Fink to 10 concurrent one-year 
terms. Judge William Ostler said: "You’ve 
been committing wholesale theft in the oom- 
munity. You’ve just been leading a double 
life. Uii^er the guise of a hard-working, re- 
spectaMe baker, you’ve been leading the life 
of a hard-working thief." 

The main count was one of the four of 


theft over $50 — that Fink stole $1,437.92 
worth of good from Woolco May 1 to Dec. 13. 

The Colonist learned earlier this week 
authorities had been undecided whether to 
lump these offences in one count and make a 
separate count tor each item, which mlg^t 
have meant another 140 counts or more. 

Saanich detective Sgt. Herbert Qarke said 
these items included: 

A pressure cooker, two saws, a drill, a 
Sander, a bench grinder, an extension cord, a 
vise, three socket tool sets, three socket 
driver sets, a chisel set, five pairs of pliers, 
100 feet of rope, wrenenes. a level, screw¬ 
driver sets, drill sets, hinges, a vise grip and 
thiee files. 


When he had read that much of tiie list. 
Ostler stopped him and asked if the other 
items were of similar value. 

"Not all," said Clark. "There were other 
suits, fexidue sets, vacuum cleaners. Large 
articles. Everything." 

Among the other nine counts were a 
3183.18 stereo set obtained May 18 at K-Mart 
store by a bad cheque and refunded the same 
day, a $64.88 suit stolen about Nov. 30 at 
Zeller’s, a $90 suit stolen Nov. 24 at Woolco 
and refunded next day and an $85 suit stolen 
Nov. 29 at Woolco and refunded two days 
later. 

Claxlc said Fink made another person take 


some of the goods back for refund and used a 
fictitious name while doing so. 

When the $85 suit was taken back Dec. 1 
by this person, he said, an employee became 
suspicious and began to check store records. 
While the employee was checking, Fink 
"made several phone calls to the store to 
threaten civil action if the money was not 
refunded." 

Finally, he said, Fink was apprehended 
Dec. 13 at the Town and Country shopping 
centre. 

Ostler said Fink was "extremely sophis¬ 
ticated in his operation . . . one wonders how 
far he thought he could go.”
